he American Philatelic 
ociety—A Brief History on

TARTING with a few en- 
» thusiasts in the 1850's, the 
number of stamp collectors had 
eadily increased until by the 1880's 
ne total must have been 25,000 or 
ore. The avenues for purchasing 
nd exchanging stamps were restrict- 
d to a few dealers and diminutive 
hilatelic journals, most of which 
ere published only for brief 
eriods. For these reasons a num- 
r of prominent business men who 
ere stamp collectors began to dis- 
uss the possibilities of a national 
hilatelic organization. A summa- 
on of these discussions was made 
y S. B. Bradt, of Grand Crossing 
hen a Chicago suburb) in an 
icle which appeared in April 1886 
) the Philatelic Journal of America, 
blished by Charles H. Mekeel, of 
. Louis. 
As a result of this and other ef- 
brts about 400 collectors indicated 
n interest in the movement and 219 
them sent in their proxies, to- 
ether with 25 cents for the privilege 
£ voting by proxy. 
An organization committee, com- 
osed of Theodore F. Cuno, of New 
ork City; George Henderson, 
hiladelphia; Charles H. Mekeel, 
t. Louis; W. G. Whilden, Jr., At- 
bnta; and S. B. Bradt issued a call 
or an organization meeting in New 
ork on September 13, 1886, which 
onvened on that date with only Mr.

(2) The Association will use its en- 
deavors to rid Philately of the pests 
known as manufacturers of and dealers 
in counterfeit, or so-called fac-simile 
stamps, and to expose the dealings of 
those persons who, under false pretenses 
or otherwise, obtain stamps and fail 
to make proper returns for them.

PLATE NUMBERS ASSIGNED, SENT TO 
PRESS AND CANCELLED 


eo plates were used for the printing 

of the Senator George W. Norris 
Centennial commemorative stamp: Nos. 
26990 to 26993. Two plates for the new 
11-cent regular postage stamp (Statue of 
Liberty) were sent to press during June 
—Nos. 26976 and 26978, and one plate 
for the 13-cent International air mail 
stamp—No. 26977. 

During June plate No. 26989 was also 
assigned for the Norris commemorative, 
and plate 26986 for the 11-cent regular 
postage value. The balance of plates as- 
signed involved the 1, 3, 4 and 20-cent 
regular postage issues. 

Fifty-four plates were canceled during 
June, including the Washington and Jef- 
ferson “Credo” and Boy Scout master 
plates, from which no impressions were 
produced for distribution. Scarcest of all 
plates canceled was No. 26508 for the 
4-cent Washington “Credo” stamp, with 
only 22,535 impressions. 

Next were No. 26618 for the 4-cent 
Jefferson “Credo,” with 95,984 impres- 
sions, and 26611 with 100,602 impres- 
sions. The relatively low number of im- 
pressions of the Jefferson “Credo” stamp 
was due to the fact that six plates were 
used for the actual printing.

Chicago Philatelic 


By ELMER STUART 


C.P.S. HISTORIAN 


N December 20, 1884, a small 
O band of stamp collectors met 
in Room 23, 169 West Wash- 
ington Street, Chicago, Illinois. Jer- 
ome H. Raymond, who later pub- 
lished the Collectors Companion (the 
initial number appearing in January 
1885), acted as temporary chairman, 
and J. J. Shuman, as secretary. After 
discussing the object of the meeting, 
the organization was completed with 
Jerome H. Raymond, president; Roy 
R. Shuman, vice-president; Fred 
Connett, secretary; and August Van 
Glahn, corresponding secretary and 
librarian. 

The society was named the Chicago 
Stamp Collectors Union, the immedi- 
ate predecessor and parent organiza- 
tion of the Chicago Philatelic Society, 
the latter being born in the same 
room and on the same night that the 
former disbanded. 


The Chicago Stamp Collectors 
Union held most of its meetings in 
the Grand Pacific Hotel at the corner 
of Clark Street and Jackson Boule- 
vard, this hotel later becoming the 
philatelic headquarters of Chicago. 

A meeting was called for Friday, 
October 8, 1886, at the Stevens 
Stamp Shop, 80 West Randolph

Street. Those present at this meeting 
were S. B. Bradt, P. M. Wolsieffer,

“The name of the Chicago Stamp Col- 
lectors Union having become somewhat 
obsolete and common since Philately had 
come into vogue, it was decided by the 
remaining active members to disband and 
re-organize.

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Chicago in August 


Chicago of 1861 remain to- 

day except the general layout 
of streets and waterways. Its limits 
had been fixed in 1858 and its area 
was only 17% square miles as com- 
pared to the present 212 square 
miles. Its length was six miles and 
its average width about three miles. 
Today, the city is more than twenty- 
six miles long and its extreme width 
is sixteen miles if O'Hare Airport 
is included. 

The city in 1861 reached from 
Fullerton Avenue on the north to 
81st Street on the south and from 
the lake to Western Avenue. Ex- 
cluded from this was an area at the 
northwest corner, west of the north 
branch of the Chicago River and 
north of North Avenue. Also, a 
more extensive area at the south- 
west lying south of the south branch 
of the Chicago River and west of 
Halsted Street. 

Chicago was not isolated, a city 
in a garden as the motto “Urbs in 
horto” would indicate but was close- 
ly surrounded by other communi- 
ties of which more than sixty were 
annexed before 1893. Its population 
by census in 1860 was over 109,000 
and from its average rate of increase

was about 120,000 in August 1861. 
Transportation to the central area 
was provided by several independent 
horse car lines reaching the city 
limits at each side, but without 
through service.

The Chicago Postal Service 

In spite of its substantial popula- 
tion, Chicago’s entire postal service 
was concentrated in a new federal 
building which had been opened in 
November, 1860, at the northwest 
corner of Monroe and Dearborn 
Streets. John L. Scripps, Editor of 
the Chicago Tribune, was the post- 
master, having been appointed by 
President Lincoln in the spring to 
’ succeed Isaac Cooke. 

There was no letter box collec- 
tion nor any carrier delivery and 
anyone who wanted to obtain his 
mail or to post a letter had to go 
to the post office or engage the 
facilities of Floyd’s Penny Post.

known as Supplementary Mail. 
Since the fast eastbound trains for 
cities other than Pittsburgh, Wash- 
ington and Philadelphia departed 
soon after the close of business 
houses, the postmaster arranged to_ 
put letters only aboard those trains 
without extra charge, if they were 
handed in at the Chief Clerk’s Of- 
fice before 6:15 P.M. (summer 
season). 

A few supplementary mail letters 
are known which were directed west 
or south but these must be con- 
sidered accidental if identified as 
posted in 1861. 

A special blue postmark for this 
mail included the words “Supple- 
mentary Mail” and was nearly al- 
ways applied to cancel the stamp 
without any other attached device. 
Envelopes bearing such marks are 
very desirable items for a Chicago 
postal history collection. 

A medium-size double circle town 
mark without year date but with 
attached grid killer was applied in 
blue to all other letters.

City TYPE PRECANCEL ERRORS 
(Continued from last week) 


'E continue this week with a listing 

of some of the city type precancel 
errors which are so intriguing to pre- 
cancel collectors. 


East Orange, N. J—Type 6 is a U86 
handstamp with at least one subject read- 
ing “EAST ORANCE.” a “C” for the 
“G” in the city name. 

Elmira, ‘N. Y—Type 4 (U-51) is 
seen with an error in the city name, 
Which reads “ELWIRA,” the “M” ap- 
parently being inverted. 

Escanaba, Mich.—Type 3 is an elec- 
trotype in what used to be Universal 
Style 7, now usually described as U-1 
with mumerous variations for various 
cities which had plates in the same style. 
Specimens of this type from Escanaba on 
the Ic of 1917, the first stamp to bc 
precanceled with it, are quite scarce. In 
fhe abbreviation of the state name an 
error “Migh.” occurs in every subject 
on the plate. The third letter is definitely 
a “G” and not a “C”. 


Evanston, Ill—Type 1 consists of lino- 
type slugs, paired, and reading nommally 
At different 
times these slugs were made up into two 
forms, one used to precancel the issues 
of the period from 1912 to 1918, the 
1917 dues and the 1 and 2c documen- 
tary revenues, and the other to precancel 
Parcel Post stamps. In making up the 
form for the regular issues, the slugs of 
one subject were transposed, so that im- 
pressions read “ILLINOIS/EVANSTON” 
and is known only on the 2c due of the 
1917 issue. 


Federalsburg, Md.—Many precancels 
from this town show all sorts of com- 
binations of “FEDERALSBURG”, and 
“MARYLAND.” 

Fergus Falls, Minn.—Type 3 is a hand- 
stamp of 25 subjects, similar to U-53. 
One subject reads “FERFUS FALLS.” 

Flint, Mich.—Type 2 is a 25-subject 
handstamp similar to U-75. In only one 
subject, as far as is known, the first let- 
ter of the abbreviation of the state name 


is inverted, resulting in it reading 
“WICH” instead of “MICH.” The error 
occurs in the second vertical row from 
the right, but information is lacking as 
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to which horizontal row contains the 
error. 

Fort Lauderdale, Fla. — The U-121 
hand-electro contains at least one subject 
in which the name of the city reads “FOR 
LAUDERDALE,” undoubtedly an error 
rather than an inking variety, as there 
Is no space left for the missing “T”, 


Frederiksted, V.J.—In the hand-electro 
in U121N, all subjects incorrectly read 
“FREDERICKSTED.” This handstamp 
was destroyed and a new one now has 
the correct spelling. 


Fort Wayne, Ind.—Type 3 is another 
electrotype plate in U-10 that shows an 
error in punctuation. The first stamp in 
the ninth row (81) has no period after 
the abbreviation of state name. This er- 
ror is a 1-to-100 shot. Try to get a com- 
plete set, of all denominations. 


Garden City, Kan.—Type 1 is the well 
known Universal Style 71. This is a hand- 
stamp and, according to the Official Pre- 
cancel Catalog, the “CANS” error ap- 
pears “10 times to the sheet.” We are 
wondering how many subjects the hand- 
stamp did contain. 


Gaston, Ind.—If you come across a 
precancel reading “CASTON-IND.,” you 
will not find such a town in the catalog, 
or the U.S. Postal Guide, either. The type 
2 handstamp of Gaston has three sub- 
jects with the town name misspelled. 


Geneva, Ill—Type 1 is a U-82 hand- 
stamp of 25 subjects. The 25th subject 
reads “GENENA” an “N” for the “V” in 
the city name. 


Hoboken, N. J.—Here we have one of 
the most unusual errors in the list—the 
wrong state. Type 3 is a U-51 handstamp, 
in which at least one subject reads 
“N. Y.” instead of “N. J.
